ImiMdlaldj afterward an effort M-ill 
be made to pais the river and harbor 
bill nnder nipensiou of the rulos. Tho 
bill oaniee aomethiug over $9,u00,000 in 
actual apphjpriatioDB, but authorizes 
contracta for almost $40,000,000 addi- 
tional.

There are also two election caPOS to be 
d«H-ided, one of which will unseat JoUge 
Gobb of tlie I' it'th Alabama.

AppMprUUlMi Billa Will Co tke CUef

Washinoton, Ai>ril (J. — The senate 
will continue the consideration of tlie 
postofflce appropriation bill, and it is 
hoped that the day will votfioe to cou- 
dnde the debate ou this bill. Senator 
Morgan has given notice of a speech on 
Tuesday ou tho Pacilic raih'oaii refuud- 
iug <iuestion and probably will consume 
the greater part of the day. The ques- 
tion is one to which the senator has 
l^ven a Ki'cat deal of attention and ou 
which lie lias Hccuiuuluted a vast 
amount of iuformution. He will speak 
in support of hia resolution outlining a 
bill and iu oppoaitiou to the bill under 
consideration 07 the joint ■nboommittee 
of the two lionses. 

The remainder of the week will be 
given up largely to tho Indian appro- 
priation bill. This measure contains 
■ereral f eatorea which are certain to 
derelope ooutroTer^, the principal one 
of which is the prolusion for the diacon- 
thiuauce ol the sectarian aohoola. There 
alao will be an effort iu the senate to 
amend the bill by adding the plau 
agreed upon by the committee on In- 
duui affairs for changing tho system of 
landholdings iu Indian Territory, and 
this will develop a sharp debate. 

The naval appropriation bill wU be re- 
ported during the week and will be in 
condition to t>e taken up as soon as the 
Indian bill is out of tho way. It is 
Senator I'eli'er's intention to call u]i iiis 
anil- bond resolution if opportunity 
offers.

Nbw Yook, April 6.— The Buiues' 
liquor law was enforced in this city 

yesterday. It wtis ajiparent all over tho 
city that the saloonkeepers had made 
uj) their minds to take no chances undiT 
the existing condition of uQ'airs fur 
there was no attempt to evade the pro 
viidons of the law and no violations 
were reported at police headqanrteTB. 
In every street the interiors of tho 
ib'inking j)laces were exijoscd to full 
view, the blinds and curtains being so 
arraiiKcd as to K've a clear prosicct of 
what was goin^; on inside. Tlie sal(K)ns 
wero in almost every iustunco deserted, 
oven by the pxqiiitotoii and tiMir bar- 

tender.s. 

Reports had it tluvt tlie uptown liotels 
were |)iotitiiig largely by tho changed 
order of things, and that most of them 
w(^re doing a rushing though h'gitiinate 
business. None of them sold licpior ovi r 
tlie bars, but the majority, especiaUy 
ilios(^ which have bars to their ( ifi'S, 
disi)ensed liiiuors with lunches and 
nuuils. 

KcjHirts from all over tho state indi- 
cate t iiut the new law was quite generally 
enforced. Very few proprietuis uehud 
tho law. Those doing k> w«ro pronptlT 
wrreated.

JOHN SELMAN SHOT. 
The Victor of Xot t*iM Tli»n Twnity I'atul 
Shootlnii AflTraxit Now tlie Virtiiii. 

Er. Paso, Tex., April 6.— John Sol- 
man, the victor of not less tliaii 2Q fatal 
shooting affrays in Texas, the ezteimin- 
ator at "bad men" and the slayer of the 

notorious .Fohn WMej Hardin, is now 
lying with a bullet hole through his 
body. 

Alxjut two or three months ago, Sel- 
mau and United States Deputy l^ar- 
ehol George Scorboxongh had a qnanel 
over a game of cards, since which oc< 
•onrence tiia Nlatioiu between them 
have not been oordial. YosteMay at 4 
o'clock they met iu the Wigwam saloon 
and both were drinking. Scia-tK)ronvh 
si.ys that tielmau ask^ him to ■ umo 
out here; I want to seo you," and tiiat 
the two walked out into 'n.n aile v 1 e> .0 
the saloon, and Sflman, v. hose sun is in 
tho .Juarez (Mexico) jail on the c harge 
of abiuicting a young lady from this 
side for luiMKjral purposes, said to Scar- 
borough, ■■] want you to go over the 
river \\ itli nii> this momiug; we mast 
get that Loy out of jail." 

Scarborough expressed ,1 wiUingiiess 
to go with S'dniaii, but stafeii that 110 
bad breaks sliould be iikuIh in .luare/. 
Scarborough says tuat Seimaii tiieu 
reached for his pistol witil thO Mmiirk 
"I believe i ll kill you." 

Scarborough jmlled his gun and began 
shoo.ing. At tho second sli(«t Selniaii 
fell and Scarborough tired two more 
shots as Selnuui att(>ni])ted to rise. 
When Selman was searched uo pistol 
could be found on him or anywhere 
around him. He says that he li.ad a 
pistol but that it was taken from him 
after he fell and before the police 
readied him. He was hit by every 
shot S<'iirhorough fired. 

Scarborough is about 38 years old, 
was born iu Louisiana but was rais;»d in 
Te.i.is and was several yean idieriff of 
Jones county, Tez. He is now out of 
jail under bond. 

Selman was raised on the Colorado 
river, l^exas. He is about 58 years of 
age and hits lived a sttdmy life. When 
not drinking he was as gentle and mod- 
est us a child, but he did not kunw what 
fear was and has killed not less tUun 20 
outlaws. He was a dead shot and q ai ?k 
as liglitniiig with a gun. Last AuKust 
in this city, the notorious J(din Wes.uy 
Hardin cluUlenged him to a free fight in 
the Acme saloou and Solman killed tuat 
dangerous character.

Prinre of Monaco Ouiutu|>U-!t Uiit DeiniiinlK 
mt the C»i(iuo. 

London, April 6.— Advioes received 
here from Konto Carlo show that there 

is a hitch in regard to renewing the 
gambling concession. According to tho 
terms of the present contract, the Prince 
of Monaco received ifL'")0,O(X) y«arly for 
tho e.\clusivo right to maintain a gam- 
bling establishment witliin the borders 
of Us dominions (the area of the prinoi- 
pality of Monaco is liz aqmire miles) In, 
addition to flOO.OOO, which are the ex- 
penses of the prinoipoliQr, whose popu- 
lation is about 12,000. 

Tho prince now demands |SOO,000 for 
the expenses of the priucipuity alone, 
in addition to the large sums which tho 
casino spends annually in tho main- 
tenance of roads, building, <tec. Tn« re- 
ceipts from the gambling tables for tho 
year ending March lil were f'.' JO.OdO 
under tliose of the previous year, and so 
the company will only be able t<j i)ay a 
six i)er cent, dividened. It is exi)lained 
that there is much less jilungiiig than 
usual, and that the people who frequent 
the casino an a less desiralde olais than 
formoriy.

At night I lay, power- 
less to move, with the tropical rain bi-at- 
ing down ujion me. Being wet, in tli.it 
climate, is always followed by fevei , 
unless one's clothes ore immediately 
chimged. In the morning I was treni- 
bling with chill. At 8 o'clock soup 
with rice and curry in it ami a piece of 
bread were handed inc. I could not eat.

islands and has a population of lUO.OUU 
or, with the subm'bs, 160,000. It is one 
of the great emporiums of the east. 
The principal publjo buildings are tho 
cathedral, the palaces of the governor 
and tho archbishop, a beautiful town 
house, 10 churches of different religious 
orueis, si»veral monasteries, convents, 
the arsenal, three colleges for young 
men and two for young women, a su- 
preme^ court, jirisoii, civil hospit.tl, uiil- 
veisity, a marine and coinniercial 
school, a largo theater, a custoiuliouso 
and barracks. It freiiuently has bnon 
visited by severe and liestructive earth- 
quakes.
